Albany needs pension funds

LBANY — The Albany City 

Council gave notice Monday of 

plans to levy a special property 
tax for the second year in a row to 
help fund the city’s troubled pension 
plan, although the tax may not be as 
large as city officials would like. 

The council also indicated that it 
would follow the recommendation of 
a consultant who just completed a 
new actuarial study of the plan, Wil- 
liam Smith, to make the special tax an 
annual institution. 

Last year, the council levied a tax 
of .0993 percent (just under one- 
tenth of one percent of assessed valu- 
ation) to cover anticipated pension 
payments for the 1982-83 fiscal year. 

Smith has calculated that a yearly 
tax of about .15 percent (15 hun- 


|

dredths of one percent) — meaning] 
an extra $150 bill for the owner of a| 
home assessed at $100,000 — would! 
put the pension system on a sound 
footing over the course of the next’ 
30-40 years. | 

That tax would handle not only the! 
city’s obligations to its own retire-| 
ment program, which covers fire and 
police employees hired up to mid-, 
1971, but also mandatory contribu- 
tions to the state-run Public Employ- 
ees Retirement System, which covers 
city employees hired since mid-1971.

he observed. “Back in the old days, by June we were ready 
to wind up. We had a sense then of knowing where we were 
going, what we were likely to be able to do for the next 
year. Since Proposition 13, we haven't had that sense — 
and neither do the people in the county administrator’s of- 
fice.” 

The 58-year-old McCain, a UC-Berkeley graduate and 
longtime resident of Albany, has a good store of “old days” 
to think back to; he signed on with the court as a deputy 
clerk 30 years ago this November, and was named court 
administrator in 1969. 

Despite his claims that much of the fun has gone out of 
the job, McCain seems remarkably good-humored and 
placid as he works among piles of boxes, filing cabinets and 
bookshelves in a tiny office on the first floor of the Grove 
Street courthouse. 

In these cramped quarters, evidence in themselves of 
the fiscal crunch, McCain manages to keep things in metic- 
ulous order. Asked for caseload statistics, for instance, he 
whisks the appropriate report out of a file folder and re- 
cites; 

@ In the fiscal year ending in June 1982, the court 
handled 356,889 parking filings. ““That’s close to three 
tickets for every man, woman and child in Berkeley and 
Albany,” he observed.) 

© There were 30,633 cases imolving moving traffic in- 
fractions and 2,633 more serious moving traffic misde- 
meanors. 

© Small claims cases numbered 2,645, civil cases 2,- 
136. 

© There were 596 felony cases and 3,694 classified as 
non-traffic violations and misdemeanors. 

McCain noted that the large volume of parking tickets 
reflects more than a clerical burden, because a large pro- 
portion of recipients choose to appear in court. 

“Tt’s one of the more aware communities,” he said. 
“We've got a community that’s very much concerned that 
they’re getting justice.” 

Another factor is economic, he added. “The price of 
parking tickets has gone up, and some people accumulate 
them to the extent that there’s no way they can pay their 
debt.” 

McCain describes the post of court administrator as ‘“‘a 
manager, just like the manager of any operation, except 
the courts have some very specific elements.” 

Besides keeping track of finances, his work involves 
hiring and supervision of more than 30 people on the 
clerical staff, coordinating schedules and other matters for 
five judges, working with prosecutors and other attorneys, 
keeping track of new legal requirements, forms and pa- 
perwork, and whatever else happens to come up. 

McCain has grown accustomed to unconventional, ad 
hoc arrangements over the years. As a clerk, he helped 
handle mass arraignments and hearings resulting from the 
Free Speech movement and People’s Park cases in the 
1960s. “There was an awful lot of running during that peri- 
od,” he said. 

He remembers one Sunday night street demonstra- 
tion, when a judge summoned him to come to the Berkeley 
police department to help process demonstrators as they 
were arrested. On another occasion, he accompanied a 
judge to the county jail in Santa Rita, where they arraigned 
about 200 campus protesters in the chapel. 


McCain serves at the pleasure of the judges — and 
they often turn to him with demands. On this particular 
day, for instance, he had a note on his desk from a judge 
wanting to know if the court had any copies of the state 
health and safety code. If not, the judge wanted copies or- 
dered.

I’ve had some bad judges, by 
large our judges are very conscious of my situation 
they do leave a heel print on me, I know most of;

The hills are really alive 


Perhaps the most memorable breakfasts of my 
month-long trip were the ones in Austria. By a marvelous 
stroke of luck, the little dairy farm we stayed at 10 years 
ago in Salzburg hadn’t changed a bit. Oh, the shrubs 
around the porch were larger, and the big fat pig in the 
barn was gone, but the little chalet still stood at the top of 
the hill just before the curve of the road, and the window 
boxes were still stuffed with red and purple geraniums that 
hung out over the edges.

Our feather beds were covered with bright red 
and white checked gingham.edged in white eyelet ruffles 
and the floor still squeaked.

Even the brown-shelled eggs seemed especially tint- 
ed. The yolks were bright orange and appeared almost 
unreal, The fresh cream from the cows in the barn was 
thick and pale gold colored, and the steaming coffee pot 
seemed bottomless. 

For one of our breakfasts, Frau Lindner made an 
apricot cake that, though simple, was a great treat. How 
she managed to fit in a time for baking was a marvel to me, 
since she was in charge of the 27 cows who needed washing, 
feeding and milking each day. All this in addition to keep- 
ing the seven-bedroom home spotless and tending to her 
three little children and Johan, her hardworking husband, 
as well as the occasional guests. 

Trying to recapture the fragrance and texture of this 
cake made for some interesting experiments. First I used 
traditional coffee cake mixture with canned apricots. The 
Tesult was quite good, but not what I wanted. So then I 
ammended the recipe with more eggs and more butter. 
an time I used fresh plums. Delicious, but still not the 

ish. 

Finally, I went into my trance of recollection and de- 
cided that the cake part was more like a sponge than a 
bread-like dough. By now I was almost out of eggs and 
certainly out of fruit. I found a can of pears which I drained 
and used, having discovered that my apples were all con- 
sistently dark and bruised inside. The result was very close 
to what I remembered, so here it is. Try it with any fruit 
and enjoy. It’s light and not too sweet and it does remind 
me of a happy time.
